daily attendance of 1,277 pupils in all 
grades, the cost will be flOO per an- 
num for each child. 


With 180 days of school in the school 


year it'costs the taxpayers $708 for 
each school day. Carrying these fig- 
ures further, the cost is $118 per. hour, 
or S2 per minute. It is also interesting 
to note that the cost is 10 cents per 
hour for each pupil in the city schools. 


The annual 
Christmas 
vacation 
costs $7,080,' or a cost of $5-50 for 
each pupil. To close the schools for 
half a day, it costs $354. This is 28 
cents for each pupil. 


For every graduate of the Alliance 


high school, the taxpayers have an in- 
vestment of almost $1,800, figuring the 
yearly cost, plus the compound Inter- 
est for twelve years. 
The average business place works 


48 hours each week, the schools 30 
hours a week. Business places oper- 
ate 313 days each year, the schools op- 
erate 180 days, or just one-third of the 
time. 
If the average salary paid teachers

When I enter a village with the 


idea of starting cooperative work, I 
have first of all to win the 
confi- 


dence of the people; for they wonder 
what ulterior motive I have in com- 
ing to them. They have been cheated 
so much that they 
hardly 
believe 


that anybody can bring them a gift. 
Perhaps I begin by quoting Gandhi. 
"Mahatma Gandhi has said to you," I 
tell them, "that your salvation lies 
with yourselves." 
"Ah," say those 


who are not Chrisians. "this fellow is 
a Christian but he respects Mahatma 
Gandhi," and they axe not unwilling 
to. listen. "But," I go on, "the only 
way you can begin to 
help 
your- 


selves is to help one another." "Ah, 
sir," they say, puzzled, "I have so 
many troubles of my own that I can- 
not take upon me the additional bur- 
den of my neighbor's misfortunes." 
Then I must tell them stories. Or I 
say to them: "What do you do when 
you see a neighbor's house on fire? 
Do you stand -with arms folded and 
say. 'It is not my house; 
ict it 


burn!*? No, you gfit a water-jar and 
go to the tank and get water and help 
put out the fire." "Ah, sir." they an- 
swer, "but a spark from the fire may 
j fall on the roof of my own house ana 
I consume it" 
"Even so," I s»y, "with j 


this fire of debt," for one can play o'a i 
these Jwo words in the Indian tongue. 
"It scorched one neighbor yesterday,' 
Today it shrivels another. Tomorrow 
it may consume you."

I made it clear 
that J could cot negotiate with each j 
one ot them, for I have many villages ' 
lo visit.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Nearly 


500 new laws have been loaded on the 
public records by the sixty-seventh 
congress, which will expire at 
uiid- 


ught Saturday or on Sunday. 


This Is at the rate oi approximately 


250 new laws a year, for this 
con- 


giess has tunctioued almost continu- 
ously for two solid yeais. "That is a 
lecord of moie than twenty new laws 
a month—perilously near 
one 
per 


working day. 


The new laws enacted in the name 


of the common weal by this congress 
woud, if bound in one volume, make a 
mighty tome. 
They have taken two 


>ears to make—two years filled with 
weary hours for the legislators, many 
of whom would rather have been 
fishing or playing golf. Most of "the 
American people Trill never know a 
thing about one-half of one per cent 
of new laws thus enacted 
by 
the 


sixty-seventh 
congress. 
The 
next 


congress will repeal some of them, 
amend others, and substitute new 
ones lor sull others. And the public 
will, for the most part, know nothing 
about it, and care less. 


If it were otherwise, the passage of 


500 new laws by a single congress 
would be appalling. If a citizen had to 
know all about these new statutes, or 
was in constant danger of running 
afoul of one-of them, it is probable 
congress would quickly be abolished, 
or its powers of legislation greatly 
curtailed. But most of the laws have 
little or nothing to do with the every- 
day life of the everyday man; or at 
least if they do, somebody take's care 
ot them, and the everyday man is not 
bothered. 


Big Crop Sown, 


And in spite of the amazing crop of 


laws which congress has enacted, it is 
nothing to the crop that was sown, 
but never came to harvest In the 
two years of its life, the house got 
nearly 15,000 bills, and the 
senate 


about 5,000. Out of all these, the two 
houses put thru slighUy fewer than 
500. 


This does not include a large num- 


ber of resolutiops, and so-called pri- 
vate laws, which relate to claims 
against the government and -similar 
matters not affecting the country as a 
whole. 


The present congress, tho It held 


four sessions, was not exceptional, 
either in the number of bills intro- 
duced, or the number of laws enacted, 
if the record is figured on the basis 
of the time the congress was in ses- 
sion. 


Today, with final adjournment so 


short a time off, administration lead- 
ers were besieged by legislators beg- 
ging lor just a fei? minutes of the 
few precious hours remaining. 


The Last Minute Rush. 


"Just give me time to get that bill 


of mine thru!" was the plea. In most 
cases, the bill concerning which the 
legislation was so earnest was a com- 
paratively trivial 
measure—affecting 


his particular locality, usually, and 
hence important to hini because of 


tho direct Interest of some of his con- 


, etltutents.

Some bouquet of his own time is gone, 
but perhaps we should not have liked 
it if it hud remained At least we have 
kept what we liked: we ha\e kept 
what suited our spiritual needs, we 
have loved Andioimiche and Hector, 
and wondered in the old way ^hy 
such fine men as Achilles and A?a- 
mernnon should quarit-1, and ha\ e de- 
cided, as all our fathers have done, 
that for so beautiful a 
woman as 


Helen to waste her time on so mean a 
lellow as Paris, there must ha\e been 
queer influences at work. To live In 
art in this timeless way is to satisfy 
what is eternal in ourselves; it is to 
leave behind us the limitations of our 
hour, our place, and our 
language. 


And unless art is wide enough for us 
to live in it so, we shall trifle with it 


only for mi hour, and without regret 
lot it KO tho way of other contempor- 
ary things.—North American Kevlew.

SHOULD COKPORAT10S OE HEM 


BE ALLOWED TO CAPITALIZE? 


Banker Argues That This Would Pre- 


vent Commercial Expansion 


in All Lines. 


The fart that the Standard Oil com- 


pany recently issued a big stock divi- 
dend has started 
a 
big debate on 


•whether corporations, firms or Indi- 
\iduals have the moral right to capi- 
talize their surplus earnings. 
G. B. 


Roberts, one of the strong defenders 
o£ this principle, says: 


"It is contended that " corporation 


has no right to make profits on more 
than its capital, no matter how much 
productive property it actually owned 
and was employing. Tnis would mean 
that if two companies started in busi- 
ripss with the same capital, and one of 
(hem divided all its earnings annually 
among stockholders- while the other 
restricted its division in order to in- 
ciease the productive capacity of its 
works, the latter would have no moral 
right to earn or ever pay dividends 
upon its capital accumulations. That 
would be a violation of the principle 
upon which all thrift is based. It would 
mean that companies had no right to 
use earnings for expansion, and the 
enforcement of that idea of course 
would put an end to that policy. 
A 


merchant would have no right to use 
the profits of his business to enlarge 
that business,, or a fanner to use his 
profits to buy more land, altho either 
might invest in the other's business or 
elsewhere. As a. matter of fact, the in- 
dustries of the country have been built 
up mainly out of their own earnings. 
Let any one read the history of the de- 
velopment of the cotton goods indus- 
try in the south or in New England or 
of the shoe industry, or the clothing or 
eteel industry, or of any other indus- 
try, and, judge of the effects upon in- 
dustry and 
employment, and upon 


prices and the standard of living, of a 
general rule denying all proprietors 
the right to expand their business out 
of profits. 


Example of a Great Merchant. 


There "died in Philadelphia a few 


days ago one of the greatest mer- 
chants of his time. He was respected 
by all who knew him and seldom has 
there been such widespread participa- 
tion in the tribute paid to the memory 
of a distinguished man. Mr. Wana- 
rnaker began his mercantile career 
with a capital of $2,000. How could he 
have made his career if it had not been 
legitimate to increase his capital out 
of the earnings of the business? He 
built up a fortune estimated 
from 


J30,000,000 upwards, not in speculation 
but by the process of steady, gradual 
expansion in a highly competitive line 
of business. His business in Philadel- 
phia was incorporated in 1909 with a 
capital of J7,500,000, but unquestion- 
ably the net value of its- tangible as- 
sets was much greater than that. This 
excess was surplus, which it would

41 per cent If there were reasons for 
believing that recovery is at hand, we 
might be more optimistic, but un- 
fortunately there as little or no im- 
provement, and in some quarters, 
notably in Germany, conditions are 
growing rapidly worse. Since Ger- 
many is so much involved, a readjust- 
ment must include an" appropriate 
scaling down of reparations claims 
against her, and such reductions all 
along the line as will encourage a re- 
vival of trade. 


But would even outright cancella- 


tion of these debts stimulate trade? 
Wha£ reasons are there for assuming 
that this would follow? 


There are at least two reasons for 


believing that trade would be helped. 
One is that at present the exchange 
markets are very greatly demoralized, 
and foreign trade involves a large 
amount of risk. But foreign exchange 
fluctuates so much, largely because of 
the unsettled.reparations controversy. 
With an adjustment of the demands 
to Germany's capacity and plans for a 
moratorium, the business interests of 
Germany would have certainty instead 
of uncertainty before them, and could

One is the stimulus to 
our exports that would come with 
stabilization of the foreign exchanges 
If we are correct in believing that an 
adjustment of the debts will strengthen 
and stabilize the exchange market 
then the gain is not hard to see. Wit! 
the exchanges fluctuating wildly, both 
export and Import trade are risky in 
the extreme.

The flood of stock dividends de- 


clared by American corpoiatious in 
recent months is attributed by the 
"Index," published by the New York 
Trust company, to "anticipation of a 
change in the tax laws with icspect to 
accumulated surplus and desire to in- 
crease the marketability of stock." 
Expressing the opinion that such divi- 
dends are not taxable, the "index" 
says: 


"Whatever the revenue act may 


have Intended, it is Impracticable, in 
the opinion of collectors of internal 
revenue, to apply it, mainly for the 
reason that it calls for a conclusion 
on the part of the tax authorities as 
to what are the 'reason needs' of a 
business for capital and surplus. 


"In the case of the Standard Oil 


companies, whose surplus distribu- 
tions have attracted most attention, 
the accumulated surpluses distributed 
In the form of stock dividends, do not, 
of course, exist in cash. They repre- 
sent earnings which have been rein- 
vested In the business owing to ordin- 
ary demands for expansion in the oil 
Industry. So far as the need of capi- 
tal is concerned, therefore, the Stan- 
dard Oil companies are probably well j 
able to show that their gains and ' 
profits were not permitted to accumu- 
late beyond the reasonable needs of 
the business.

are far safer from such an invasion than were our fore- 
fathers Protection of the foodstuffs has freed us from 
this* danger. 


The United States government and the various 


large cities have instituted inspections of the slaughter 
houses and meat products. The result is that the in- 
testinal parasites which used to be common enemies of 
trie human family are rarely met these days. 


The common tapeworm of this country is the beef 


worm. The baby worm-'-is taken into the stomach with 


the food. It passes into the small intestine where it begins to grow. It 
is amazing what a mass one of these tapeworms will become. It may 
reach 20 feet or more in length.

There are other forms. One Is called X-rays taken, but they did 
the pork tapeworm. This, beast is not " 
quite so big,-perhaps half the lengrth of 
the beef tapeworm. This type is more 
frequently met abroad than in the 
Ondted States.

CASES 


INSTANCES OF SUSPENDED ANI- 


MATION ARE RECALLED. 


Remarkable Recoveries Have Some- 


time! Been Made After Death- 


Like Appearance. 


With the burial of George W. Sfv- 


•nson in PhoenLx. Ariz., 
freaks 
of 


catalepsy and horror of burial alive 
are being recalled by many in this 
city tpday. 


But'is it true? 
Stevenson himself, before he "sus- 


pended animation," assured his fam- 
ily that "the mind controls the body 
so completely that a temporary de- 
parture of life is possible, to be fol- 
lowed by the return of life to a body 
which in the interval had rid itself of 
all Its diseases." He was a physician 
once but renounced medical science 
and devoted himself to his esoteric 
theories. His relatives shared his 
faith. 


Cheerfully, as if thpy -were merely 


waiting for him to finish, an afternoon 
nap, the man's relatives are waiting 
beside him. 
Their only anxiety is 


lest the public authorities compel a 
burial They say that one physician 


• —or eight or eighty—may 
be mis- 


taken by a semblance of death. And 
they point 
to 
the long history of 


catalepsy, to the authenticated tales 
of suspended animation produced ar- 
tificially by the Hindus, and to the 
horror tales compiled and more or 
less completely verified by associa- 
tions on both sides of the Atlantic or- 
ganized for the prevention of prema- 
ture burial. 


There was one tale told by Vice 


President A, F. Jenkins of the Ameri- 
can association against premature 
burial, who said that 
a shriek was 


heard from a coffin just as it was be- 
ing placed in a cremating oven, The 
machinery had started; the 
coffin 


had been started on its way; it could 
not be stopped; the doors of the oven 
closed; the coffin and all that it con- 
tained became ashes. 


"Whether Mr. Jenkins's information 


was correct or not—and several cre- 
mation companies declared it was im- 
possible—it illustrates the dread that 
haunts many living persons, a dread 
based on the certain fact that many 
mistakes have been made, that on 
-many occasions the undeitaker has 
found it necessary to withdraw his 
attentions from a "corpse" and "call 
the doctor again." 


Newspaper 
files 
contain 
many 


stories, not like that of Mr. Jenkins 
but of cases in which early reports of 
death, have later proved to be, as 
Mark Twain phrased it "greatly ex- 
aggerated." And catalepsy, that most 
mysterious of diseases, is usually the 
best explanation that medical science 
can offer. 


There was the case of Miss Carrie 


Holdren at Danville, Pa. Her body 
grew rigid and for a week she lay as 
one dead. Only the fighting faith of 
her fiance, who insisted that she lived 
and would continue to live, saved her 
from burial. She awoke and married 
him. 


A few years ago a man stopped 


near the subway entrance at Times 
Square, leaned against the kiosk and 
closed bis eyes. Presently a police- 
man realized that the man had been 
motionless for more than an hour. 
He investigated and found him rigid, 
pulseless. He was taken to Bellevue 
hospital 
and 
remained apparently 


dead for several hours more. Then he 
opened his eyes. 
Instances like this and some that 


are even stranger can be found in al- 
most any bound volume' of a newspa- 
per covering a few months. 


They account for the fact that when 


Miss Laura White, a wealthy recluse, 
died at Pittsburgh some years ago 
her will was found 
to 
contain a 


clause providing that her heart should 
be stabbed three times "ten days after 
my death." It was done. 


The will of the late Lord Burton 


disclosed a still deeper fear of pre- 
mature burial, for it provided that his 
heart should be actually removec 
from his body and that "my spine 
shall be completely severed 
by a 


competent surgeon. 


At Phoenix, however, the strangest 


feature of the case is that the rela- 
tives of the "dead man" exhibit ab- 
solute confidence that Stevenson will 
waken and that he will be in better 
health than ever. They regard his 
present experience as a process of 
cure—something definitely therapeu- 
. tic, like a "rest treatment." So that 
the scene about the bier is not like a 
death scene at all but like that of 
convalescence. 


For years there has been public 


recognition of the danger of prema- 
ture, burial, and this recognition has 
been expressed by legislatures in 
laws providing more elaborate verifi- 
cation of death, and by medical sci- 
ence in many proposals for new tests 
of death. 


For a time it was said that ultra- 


violet rays could be used to detect .the 
almost imperceptible difference 
be- 


tween, death and some forms of cata- 
lepsy. 


But there never has been enough 


certainty to allay the fears of those 
who feel that cremation is the only 
precaution that can be definitely de- 
pended upon to avoid the horror of 
"waking np In a grave." 


Sometimes 
catalepsy 
resembles 


death for only a few hours at a time. 
But there have been reports of much

longer ' periods, sometimes several 
weeks. 


In some cases, like that of Miss 


Emma Miller of Pottstown, Pa., death 
seems to clutch "temporarily" all but 
the brain. 
Miss Miller, after being 


rigid and apparently dead for twenty- 
four hours, woke up and announced 
that she had been conscious of all 
that went on around her, altho she 
had been incapable of any physical 
sensation. It had seemed to her, sne 
said, as if she were a spectator in the 
room where her body lay. 


One of the most celebrated cases of 


catalepsy was reported from Phila- 
delphia nearly twenty years ago, that 
of a soldier who had served in the 
Spanish-American war. For two years 
he lay in a hospital bed, not always 
appearing to be dead, but presenting 
that appearance for days at a time, 
and never moving a muscle volun- 
tarily. 


When a pillow was taken from be- 


neath his head there was no contrac- 
tion of muscles %nd yet the head re- 
mained exactly as it had been, about 
three inches from the bed, and phy- 
sicians said if left that way it would 
probably take two months for 
the 


head to "settle" into contact with he 
bed. 


During the long period of his treat- 


ment this soldier's limbs would re- 
main indefinitely in any attitude in 
which they were placed—as if he had 
been a sawdust doll. 


Frequently 
a cataleptic 
appear- 


ance of death is a prelude of death it- 
self, patients 
apparently returning 


to life tor a few moments or hours, 
then relapsing into actual death. 


And of course almost everybody is 


familiar with the artificial 
catalepsy 


produced by professional hypnotists 
who induce a rigid- state of uncon 
sciousness 
difficult 
to distinguish 


from death by ordinary tests. 


Some of the cases of prolonged un- 


consciousness which formerly were 
described as catalepsy are the type 
which nowadays would be called 
"sleeping sickness.'' 


CHILDREN LEARNING TO SAVE 


New Record Made in School Savings 


Banks During Year Just 


Closed. 


School children deposited five and 


one-half million 
dollars during the 


school year 1921-1922 in their school 
savings banking systems. This is an 
Increase of 40 per cent over the pre- 
ceding year aud of 100 per centum 
over the year 1919-1920. 


The tabulation herewith gives the 


full record for 394 systems,, which indi- 
cates an „ incre'ase of over 100 per 
centum in the number ot operating 
systems since 
the 
previous school 


year. 


The primary purpose of school sav 


ings banking systems if to combine 
the practice of thrift with actual expe- 
rience in systematic saving and the 
purpose of interest and the economic 
functions of savings banks. It follows 
that the successful systems are the 
ones in which all pupils participate by 
obtaining a personal relationship as a 
bank depositor—"just like daddy." A 
wider appreciation of these facts hag 
led to a constant increase in the num- 
ber of pupils participating in the 
school savings systems as follows:

Whereas sixty-seven cities report 75 


per centum or more of the total enroll- 
ment in schools having savings sys- 
tems are participating therein, an in- 
excusably low average in other cities 
must be noted as there are 809,000 pu- 
pils in the school buildings which have 
systems who have not become partici- 
pants. 


The average gross deposit for the 


year decreased from 55.17 to $4.35 and 
the net saving per depositor decreased 
from $3.01 to ?2.48. This decrease can-

by the directors on January 13, 1923. 


j Under the new rules there are eight 
' classes of members. A life member- 
ship is secured by the payment of 
$1,000 which relieves the member of 
regular dues and assessments. Regu- 
lar members pay 1100 as a transfer 
fee and such deposit as the board of 
directors may require. This deposit 
is now $200 
The annual dues for 


regular members are ?80 plus ?8 for 
tax and $6 in case one wishes a 
locker. The number of regular and 
life members is limited to 350. 


Non-resident memberships are avail- 


able to persons living outside of Lan- 
caster county on a payment of ?25 as 
annual dues. Student memberships 
are open to sons of members over 
twenty-one years of age who are still 
attending school at an annual mem- 
bership fee of $25. Army and navy 
memberships may be extended to com- 
missioned officers of the army or 
navy stationed in Lincoln on regular 
duty. The 
annual dues are $25. 


Elected officials of the state of Ne- 
braska not residents of Lancaster 
county are eligible to state official 
membership, but not for a period of 
more than four years. Their dues are 
the same as those paid by regular 
members. 
Honorary 
memberships 


may be extended to any person npon 
the unanimous vote of the directors 
at a meeting called for such purpose, 
provided such membership 
be en- 


dorsed in writing by at least 20 per 
cent of the regular and life members 
of the club. Honorary membership is 
for life and is exempt from all dues 
and assessments. General John J. 
Pershing has been made an honorary 
member by a special article In the 
bylaws. 
Any regularly 
organized 


church in Lincoln may take out a 
clergyman membership for its pastor 
on the unanimous rote of the board 
of directors. The church pays the 
transfer fee and deposit required of 
regular members. The same annual 
tdues are paid, but the church paying 
such membership has no property 
rights in the club. 


If a regular member be absent from 


the city he may be granted a leave 
of one year without the payment of 
dues and without forfeiting his mem- 
bership. The wives and children of 
all members are entitled to the privi- 
leges ofr the club except male chil- 
dren over twenty-one years of age, 
who hare a right to ask for admission 
as regular members, even when that 
•class 3s full- 


Visitors living outside of Lancaster 


county may be introduced to the 
grounds upon the request of a mem- 
ber to the manager and upon tie pay- 
ment of the usual ground fee. 


An important change in the rules is 


found ia the paragraph relating to 
local guests, which reads as follows: 
"Members of the club shall have the 
privilege of inviting mal-e residents of 
Lincoln as rut-sts of the club under 
the following conditions. No guests 
shall be invited for Satuidays. Sun- 
days or holidays. The same person 
snail not be a guest more than four 
times in any one year, or more than 
once in any ca.endar month.

Nebraska Delegation Dwindled to 
, Five When Federal Price Fix- 


ing Was Approved at 


St. Paul. 


Lieutenant Governor Fred <J. John- 


son of Hastings, returned to Lincoln 
Friday from St. Paul, Minn., where he 
represented the state senate at the 
northwestern agricultural price stab- 
ilization 
conference. 
J. H. Broady, 


secretary to Governor Bryan, attended 
the conference as head- of the Ne- 
braska delegation but returned to Lin- 
coln soou after the conference met. 
.Mr. Broady did not explain his sud- 
-den retreat from the meeting. 


Lieutenant 
Governor J o h n s o n 


stayed until the end and served upon 
the committee on resolutions, but he 
does not hesitate to say that the con- 
vention was packed with Minnesota 
representatives and that . the "stage 
was set and the die cast" before the 
meeting was called to order. 


He noticed from press reports that 


the convention adopted resolutions in 
favor of price fixing by congress, but 
explains that this expression of the 
convention was by no means unani- 
mous. Ten states were • represented. 
Iowa, Nebraska, Illinois, Wisconsin 
and Michigan were practically all op- 
posed to price fixing by the federal 
government, but were outvoted. Min- 
nesota having by far the greater por- 
tiou of the floor when the resolutions 
were voted upon. Mr. Johnson, C. H. 
Gustafson and J. 0. Shroyer of Ne- 
braska wre members of the commit- 
tee on resolutions. These three voted 
iu favor of a minority report. Pres- 
ident Osborne of the Nebraska farm- 
ers' union and one other Nebraska 
delegate whose name Mr. Johnson 
did .not know voted for the majority 
report.. 


The minority report of the commit- 


tee favored extension of credits with 
a lower rate of interest for production 
purposes. This was believed the best 


• method of helping farmers, many of 
; whom now have to renew notes every 


six months at S per cent interest. 


Probably 2^00 delegates attended 


the meetiug which lasted two days. 


-•To say the least the conference was 


so large as to be unwieldly, said 
Lieutenant Governor Johnson. When 
-delegates arrived at St. Paul -they

Canadian Rates. 


J. A. Little, rate expert for the 


Nebaska commission, sprang a sur- 
prise on the railroads at the bearing 
in Kansas City, now in progress be- 
fore W. R. Hunter, special examiner 
for the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, which involves an application for 
lower rates on grain because the value 
of the product carried, as compared 
with other goods, when taken in con 
nection with the existing schedule of 
rates, places an undue burden on agri- 
culture. 


As the story is told in the Kansas 


City papers Mr. Little showed the Ca- 
nadian roads charged fourteen "cents 
a bushel for hauling grain the, same 
distance 
for which the American 


roads charged twenty-one cents. 


The witness promises to be one of 


the most important for the shippers 
in the rebuttal. 


Mr. Little was attempting to show 


the unfairness of American rates, as 
compared with rates In Canada, when 
interrupted by the defense.' His ex- 
hibit lists the freight rates on grains 
from various Canadian stations to 
Port Arthur, compared with rates for 
hauls of equal distance from Ameri- 
can points to Duluth, Minn. In both 
cases the shipments were designed for 
export. 


Mr. Little pointed, out that while 


the Canadian roads charged fourteen 
cents a bushel to transport wheat 
from 
Winnipeg^ Manitoba, Canada, 


425 miles, to the point of embarka- 
tion, American roads charged twen- 
ty-one cents a bushel to carry wheat 
an equal distance to lake port from 
Knpx, N. D. He also showed freight 
charges on a bushel of wheat from 
Whitewood, Saskatchewan, Canada, to 
Port Arthur, a distance of 675. miles,

three honeycomb coils in the Reinartz 
circuit I spoke of the accident by 
which I knocked one of the coils out 
of its socket.

There can be any 
number of spokes, so long as there is 
an odd number, and not an even 
number. 


I am showing here a double circuit 


Jack with the inner blade connected 
to two binding posts, which you can 
later wire up to the primary" of your 
first transformer when you add ampli- 
fication.

The results have more than justi- 


fied my expectations, and I am giving 
here the hook-up of the two spider 
web coils with a twenty-three-plate 
variable condenser and a peanut tube, 
which does not require a storage 
battery.

I have frequently told how to build 


what I considered the "simplest" radio 
set, but each time I do it I do it with 
fear and trembling, because I am al- 
ways fairly sure that some day soon 
I am going to come across one that is 
still simpler.

If you do not use the taps on these 
coils, I do not know how it would be 
possible to have a set more easy to 
build or more smiple to tune, because, 
then, the only thing that you have to 
turn for tuning is the twenty-three- 
plate variable condenser. 
Ordinarily 


a set tuning with only one control is 
not very selective, but I find that this 
one is extremely sharp in tuning, and 
that there is no difficulty in switching 
out one station and switching in an- 
other by means of the variable con- 
denser and the rheostat only. 


Let me say here that you can do a 
great deal of this sharp tuning by 
means of a rheostat, as much depends 
upon the exact brilliancy with which- 
your filament is burning.

As Russia Exports Grain 


r._ Eight ..million^ Russians will starve to death before AugusMf not fed by Russian, or 


-foreign, relief. This is trie figure set by the Commission on Russian Relief, consisting of 
Allen Wardwell, Graham R. Taylor, and Allen T. Bums., They have recently returned. 
from a five months' trip in Russia, and their summary report, issued by the National 
Information Bureau, Inc., is just out In the face of this comes the astounding news that 
Russia is exporting grain. 


According to the Russian Special Correspondent of the New York Times, Walter 


Duranty, Russia is preparing to export up to 10,000,000 bushels. Arthur S. Draper, in 
a London cable to the New York Tribune, is authority for another report that the Bol- 
shevists delivered about 250 carloads of rye to the Finnish Government and received pay- 
ment in dollars at the prevailing American rate for grain. According to the report of the 
Commission on Russian Relief: "The position of the Soviet Government regarding ex- 
ports is that they are imperatively necessary to break the vicious circle already referred 
to—underproduction.because of the lack of horses and plows, new shortages, famine, furth- 
er killing and eating of horses, continued underproduction. Quite frankly the authorities 
state that even at the cost of many deaths from starvation this year, exporting grain is the 
only way to secure the work animals and implements needed to prevent many more deaths 
in the future."

Women on Women's Greatness. 
In the recent popular poll for names 


of greatness, all the categories of 
greatness as they are recognized 
among the great seem to have been 
missed with singular 
completeness. 


This was perhaps to be expected in a 
popular expression in which the great 
themselves could hardly be Invited to 
participate. There was also to be 
noticed a curious and informing 
dif- 


ference between the list of the great- 
est twelve men and similar selections 
among the names of women. Almost 
without exception the lists of men 
were made up from among the names 
of men admittedly able, and distin- 
guished, by reputation at least, for 
sustained achievement. But the 
wom- 


en's 
candidates were so generally se- 


lected from among the names of those 
merely prominent, that apparently the 
only selective principle at work had 
been the frequency mth which those 
names appeared in the newspapers. 
. . . The most cursory examination-of 
the lists under discussion showed that 
the women who made them had made 
their 
selection 
of the 
"greatest 


writer" and "greatest actress" with 
no reference to anything .but their 
own ^preference. 
Following up this 


somewhat disconcerting revelation, an 
editorial writer in one of the women's 
magazines instanced six women, every 
one of whom might have been in- 
cluded among the "twelve 'greatest" 
namelessly, 
described 
by their 


achievement 
only. 
The 
guessing 


among the two million women sub- 
scribers as to the identity of the six 
went far to confirm the earlier sus- 
picion that women in general can not 
discriminate between a woman who is 
truly distinguished and one who is 
merely prominent. There were an 
astonishing number of letters phrased 
somewhat like this "I don't know what 
she has done, but I am sure So-aud- 
So ought to be in this list" . . . It 
is not unlikely that we have women 
of superlative quality in the United 
States; equal at least to the superla- 
tiveness of our men. 
What is lacking 


is some sure method of recognizing 
and making use of them.—North 
American Review.

Congress has been sufficiently noti- 


fied by two' decisions of the supreme 
court that it does not at present 
possess the power to regulate child 
labor ,in the states. Accordingly, the 
process of clothing congress with this 
apparently necessary power has been 
put under way. A joint resolution 
pends, which, if passed, will put the 
decision up to the states as to whether 
the constitution is to be amended to 
such effect 


N'o doubt, the founders who have 


written into the constitution a clause 
granting such power to congress, if 
the problem of child labor had then 
been known. But it is a product of 
this modern age of machinery which 
they could not possibly foresee. In 
his recent message the president 
called attention to the need for arm- 
Ing congress with power to fight-an 
<rril which the separate states will'not 
fight uniformly and therefore cannot 
fight effectively. 


There lies a long voyage before the 


child labor amendment, even if it is 
recommended in the near future by 
congress, for the assent of thirty-six 
sia'e legislatures must be obtaiaed- 
At present, there are twenty-eight, or 
four more than half of the total 
num- 


ber of states, whose child labor Jaws 
do not measure up to the moderate 
standards set up in the t~o laws 
passed by Toncress, but thrown out 
ns unconstitutional.

Until then there will be 


commercial exploitation of childhood 
in those backward states that permit 
it.—Minneapolis Journal.

have vanished: here and there are 
survivals, daughter*, perhaps, of ante- 
bellum nurses, who preserve the fine 
traits of tlie type. 
Even these are 


fast disappearing, and there are none 
coming on to succeed them, so that a 
suggestion made in the senate re- 
cently that n monument to their 
mem- 


ory be erected in Washington appears 
appropriate and timely. 


The proposal was made by Senator 


John Sharp '.Villiams of Mississippi 
at the behest of a Washington chap- 
ter of the united daughters of the 
confederacy. 
This 
society stands 


ready to erect the memorial as soon 
as a site has been set apart for it. 


Monuments to good servants have 


been all too few thruout history, but 
mammies were far more than just 
servants. Rather, they were "guides, 
counselors and friends" to their white 
children, loving them as tenderly as 
their own mothers loved them, but 
never hesitating to offer criticism or 
supply correction when needed. Their 
native good sense was not the least 
of their many admirable qualities, as 
many of the 'men and women they 
looked after in their childhood will 
testify. 


The negro race may well take pride 


in the high place these mammies held 
in the civilization of the ante-bellum 
south. 
They earned a respect and 


an admiration that any individual or 
race might well be proud of; their 
owners, later their employers, knew 
them to be women of intelligence, of 
courage, of common sense and of re- 
fined 
feelings, 
and 
have usually 


treated them in accordance with their 
admirable qualities. 


It will be a labor of love for any 


southern organization to build a 
mem- 


orial to the mammy of blessed 
mem- 


ory. 
No monumental record of the 


civil war could be complete without 
its tribute to the best product of the 
negro race under slavery. 
These 


wise, firm and tender old women first 
revealed the excellences of the negro 
race in a favoring environment.— 
Baltimore American.

The eervlces of a mathematical expert are necessary 


If one desires to find out how many plana are presented 
to congress In order to meet the demands for rural 
credits. 
Most of these "will cost a lot of money to 


operate. During the stringent period a year ago the 
war finance corporation, supplemented by the agricul- 
tural loan association, met this emergency. "What puz- 
zles the layman, however, is why It Is necessary to 
create special machinery In order to enable a fanner, 
whose assets are In plain sight, to secure the necessary 
credit Certainly the law can be amended to provide 
special facilities for the longer term credit the farmer 
must have. 


The state taxpayers' league has had representatives 


working with the legislature from the beginning of the 
session, but they have had very little influence upon 
the course of events. 
"Why? Representative Hardin 


says that under the system we now work by, where 
most of the counties are represented by one man from 
each, the "courthouse ring" controls the selection. 
What he meant by this was that In each county there 
la a group of men who know politics, work at it most 
of the time and are thus able to control the selection 
of county officers, which includes representative. 
Maybe the league might find ita answer there. 


We are afraid that the workers never will be able to 


pleaae those -well-to-do folks who think that it is repre- 
hensible for wage-earners to spend the most of their 
income for their comfort and enjoyment. The posses- 
sion by them of automobiles is one thing we have 
frequently heard them condemned for, yet we have 
never been able to figure out why a worklngman who 
can afford an automobile should not be allowed to do 
so without subjecting him to criticism. A measure of 
thrift in every person with an income is a necessary 
part of sane living, but we have noticed that extrav- 
agance has never been confined to wage-earners. It is 
the most natural thing in this material world, when a 
person gets an addition to his income, to transfer a 
number of items from his list of luxuries to his list of 
necessities, but why it is more reprehensible in the 
worker than In others is beyond the range of my vision.
